Dear Fellow Dx'ers, 


For those not familiar with the electronics business an explanation of what 
the CES is is in order. The consumer electronics industry has 2 annual 
trade shows where many manufacturers show their wares to retailers and 
distributors who come to shop for products to resell, These shows are 
called the Summer and Winter Consumer Electronics Shows, SCES or WCES, or 
ust plain CES, for short. For the past several years the Summer show has 
een held in Chicago, the Winter show in Las Vegas. The following is a 
brief look at a few of the DX related items I looked at in Chicago this 
ne weekend-June 3 & 4, This is by no means what I think was the most 
mportant stuff there, it's Fe what I happened to see, Although I’ spent 
one whole day looking at TVRO, I don't believe that it has a place on these 
pages at the present time, 

One gad I have wanted to see for quite some time is the WinnTenna auto- 
mobile TV antenna. These jobs mount on a roof or trunk, stick up about 6" 
above the surface, and look like a wing with about an 1a" span. I was very 
dissappointed both in the seemingly cheap construction and the lack of 
any technical specifications, Two items offered however aes be of inter- 
est to some of you; a Uhf-Vhf-fm and a Uhf-Vhf-am-fm automobile preamps 
offering 12-15 db gain. 

My annual trip to the Grundig display proved to reassure me that some 
ons still are concerned with quality. Although these products are not 
real inexpensive, they make for a very nice selection of portable am-fm-sw 
radios along with a line of more mass-appealing "ghetto-blasters". If you 
are rey pcg a portable to get it all, these little German beauties are 
worth a look. 


The only other general coverage receiver I looked at was the Bearcat DX1000, 
This unit is very eye-appealing and is the scanner company's only product 
of this types Every kind of button known to man is on this thing. If you 


want portability though, this is not the receiver to own. Although it 
sports a carrying handle there are no provisions for internal batteries, 
Weight is 17 lbs, As a point of interest, Bearcat was recently bought out 
by Uniden (from Elektra). Elektra's name will continue on the Freedom Phone. 
Dennesen was showing their Polaris indoor fm antenna which is still in my 
pd ean the best product in this catagory on the market. Richard Kaufman 
the roe engineer was not thereand since he is a very interesting man to 
talk to I was somewhat dissappointed. The Dennesen Polaris I am told will 
be reviewed in the August or September Audio magazine. 

My next DX oriented stop was the Magnum display. President Mannfred Breunig 
was pernine the display and as in past years was a very polite host. New 
this year is a 75ohm version of the Sleuth indoor amplifier. Although this 
unit has to be indoors and not up at the top of the antenna tower, it is 
very nice in the fact that it offers a tuning dial on the front giving the 
user added selectivity which is often needed in the crowded fm band. As a 
point of interest, Magnum prints a breakdown of who buys their product; 
12% are McIntosh owners (topping the list), 10% Pioneer owners, 7% Carver 
owners, 4% Sony owners, 3% NAD, 3% Marantz, and 1% Sequerra owners. I 
picked out these brands from the list of 34 because of the interest shown 
in their products by the DX community. Besides the FM Sleuth, Mr. Breunig 
has also desi, d a complete FM tuner chassis which he hopes to sell to 
receiver manufacturers who do not have their own RF engineering depart- 
ments and who wish to buy a product manufactured somewhere other than the 
far east. I was very impressed with the performance and versatility of 
this unit. It has Qetboosenggom for a center tune meter, signal haha 2 
meter, and multipath meter, Oh that more marketing departments would 
dictate this last feature on their products rather than flashing lights 
and nonuseful handles on the face. I can only hope that someone will buy 
this unit and offer it to hobbyists who wish to "build" a tuner of their 
own. I forgot to ask if this wes a possibility. 

This brings me to the DXting highlight of the show - the Sequerra 1 FM 
tuner. Before discussing the equipment I must say that the Sequerra 
people impressed me VERY much in their hospitality and graciousness in the 
midst of a hectic business environment. My hat goes off to them for that.

Talking about taking things off, the Sequerra tuner will knock your socks 
off! {in modern vernacular). This is with no doubt the finest fm tuner T 
have ever had the pleasure of beholding and T don't doubt, in the world. 
Not only are the RF sections of this tuner of extraordinary quality, the 
tuner also encompasses an oscilloscope with spectrum analysis, stereo sep- 
aration, multipath, and center tune functions among others. I am sure that 
after using a piece of equipment of this calibur, one would never be satis- 
fied with the usual 2 meters again. I mean, knowing what you know now, 
would you ever go back to using an outdoor toilet again? This unit is so 
extensive, I cannot attempt going into detail here and quite honestly, with- 
out using the Model 1 for a length of time, I doubt one could even begin to 
realize itst full potential. If you would like more information on this 
$5000.00 wonder, write: The Sequerra Company, 3000 Druid Park Dr., 
Baltimore,'-MD 21215. Say you read about it in the VUD. 

For a bit of nostalgia, this year's show had a display of "antique" tv's - 
my how things have changed. In this display I picked up an interesting 
piece of paper depicting the growth of tv in this country starting in 1946 
ote to present. Looking at only the last half of this time period 
(back to 65) we see that 93% of homes had a tv in 65, 98% now. 5.3% had 
color in 65, 89% do now. What will happen in the next 18 years? 

So much for this year's summer show. I don't go to Vegas typically due to 
the distance ($).. I hope that you folks don't mind this momentary depart- 
ure from a "strictly antenna oriented" column, It won't happen to0often.

SOME CONCLUSIONS FROM THE MAGAZINE ARTICLE LISTINGS 


Subtracting articles dealing with interference of a general nature, amateur 
radio antennas, and anything else not directly related to TV-FM antennas, I 
have arrived at some counts for years back to 1935. This should give you 4 
rough idea at how popular a subject this is to the American public, 
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Conclusions (cont. ) 
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Although not totally accurate, the above graph shows that the 

average American thirst for antenna knowledge grew rapidly in the 1940's 
(after WWII) right along with the growth of B&W tv. After a decline in the 
late 1950's and early 1960's, the effect of color tv shows itself with a 
big surge in articles which has yet to be matched. One would think that 
with all the current popularity of video, that antennas would once again 

be enjoying alot of popularity but such is not the case. Maybe stereo tv 
will kick it off again...or maybe TVRO really will replace the old stand-by. 


THIS COLUMN 


This month represents a transition month for the Antenna News column. Since 
the second month it was published (June 83) the column has retained its! 
basic format: A little essay, Magazine articles from 1935 to current, 
Member’ input, Theory and practice, and a little current news. For those 
who have recently joined the club, the theory & practice sections have pro- 
gressed from mounting to items closest to the receiver back up towards the 
antenna. Specifically: Antenna mounts (general) June 83, Tripods (July 83), 
Mast pipe (August 83), Tower (Sept. 83), Rotors (Nov.83), Transmission Line: 
Balanced/Unbalanced (Dec. 83), Impedance (Jan.84), Baluns/Traps (Feb.84), 
Product Comparison (Mar.84). Leaving transmission line we go to traps & 
filters (Apr.84), and lately we've hit preamplifiers pretty Hard talking 
about noise figure ( May 84) and bandpass (June 84), wrapping up with input 
and output configurations in July. Now that we have completed bringing the 
magazine articles to date and also have discussed antenna systems up to 

the antenna, this column will start to look at antenna systems in reasonable 
depth. Starting next month I will hit automobile antennas for a few months 
and then proceed to home units. If you think that I'm heading off in the 
wrong direction let me know. 
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BASIC THEORY:THE DECIBEL (I LIED LAST MONTH! )

Last month I promised that there would be no theory this month, I 
After thinking about it for awhile I thoughtthat this would be a good, PLAce 
to inject a brief description of the decibel for those who are not quite 
sure that they understand what it is and are to embarassed to tell anyone. 


The first and probably most important thing to remember is that a db is not 
a finite unit of measurement such as an inch is or a quart is. It is a 
unit of measurement much like the per cent is , always dependant upon a 
reference number. The problem with numbers like percents is that if we do 
not know what the reference number is, the per cent number can be very mis- 
leading. For example, I recently sold a dealer a Channel Master satellite 
earth station. It was the first one he had bought. After purchasing the 
system, the dealer had some disagreements with our company and will not 
purchase Channel Master any longer. Add to this the fact that the receiver 
on the one system he bought from me was defective. Because he once carried 
Channel Master but now is selling against it, he tells his customers that 
the reason he doesn't carry it is because when he did carry it, 100% of the 
receivers that he got were defective. The problem with per cents is of 
course that one must know the reference number in order to know how much 
the per cent is worth. 

Enter the decibel! As I said before, the db is alot like the per cent, in 
fact that's exactly what it is. When talking about TV reception antenna 
systems, a 6db increase is a doubling of signal. A 6db decrease is a 
halving of signal, A 12db increase is a quadrupling of signal and a 12db 
decrease is a quartering of signal. And on we go. If you are puzzling to 
yourself thinking that you recall seeing somewhere that a 3db gain is equal 
to doubling your signal, remember that I said we are referring to TV recep- 
tion antenna systems. I chose my words carefully for a change! A 3db gain 
is a doubling of signal if the reference number is in watts. If it is given 
in volts however, as TV antenna receiving systems figures always are, then 
the 6db mark is where the doubling takes place. One must be careful when 
tossing these db's around especially when talking about transmitting and 
receiving antennas in the same breath since transmitting antennas are always 
referenced to a wattage and receiving antennas to a voltage. So what 
voltage is it referenced to? you might ask. Antenna gain measurements are 
always referred to a basic antenna, usually a dipole. For instance if we 
cut a dipole for 7 and then make a measurement of how many volts of signal 
we receive with it at a specific location, and then we put a channel 7 yagi 
up and find that it has received 4 times as much signal voltage as the cut 
dipole did, we say that the yagi has 12db of gain with reference to a 
standard dipole. If the gain specification does not tell what it is being 
referenced to, it is meaningless. 

Amplifier gain is very easy to understand since the reference voltage is 
the voltage coming in, Therefore if an amplifier is specified as having 
18db of gain, you know that it amplifies signal by & times, 

Gain in a MATV system is a little different in that an arbitrary voltage is 
chosen and called zero db with everything under this point being a negative 
and everything higher being a positive. Note that the negative number does 
not mean negative signal. The point usually chosen for zero db is 1 milli- 
volt (1000 microvolts), this being the accepted point at which TV tuners 
are operating at close to maximum, 

I will leave you with a formula for finding the voltage gain from db gain 
and vice versa. Also for non-math types, here is a table showing a few 
values. Number of decibels=20 Logiq (E2/E,;) where: Ep = the output volt- 
age, E,j= the input or reference voltage.

W75AE 
applied to change to che 43, but again no 
record of FCC action. Che 67 shows MTV, and 
is scrambled. Here again, no application. 

So what is happening up there is anyone's 
guess. I wrote to the company that owns the 
Tron Mountain tarnslators two weeks ago, but 
haven't received a reply yet. 

Nate also reported a new station: KIDY-TV, 
ch. 6 in San Angelo, TX. Chief Engineer 
Edward 5, Mateo replied to Nate, "We began 
serving the Concho Valley of West Texas on 
May 16, 1984 as the area's only independent 
television station."

KWHP was chased 
lout. Frank heard rumors that KWHP might be 
imited to one kilowatt, I suspect that being 
lon channel 14 presents interference to servi- 
ces operating just below 470 MHz- Sounds to 
me like KWHP will have a hard time, what with 
‘three network stations on VHF, and nobody 

in that area what that second channel dial on 
their television set is for. (UHF? What's 
that? I'm gonna have to what?! I already got 
an antenna on my roof, Why should I have 
another? Why can't it? Well, if I get this 
new antenna, what will I get to see? Reruns 
of what?!!! But I never liked the Lucy Show! 
What? Did you say movies? Three times a day? 
And game shows? Wow!!! Put one on my roof! 
But my TV only goes up to channel 13, You 
mean that dial? Funny. I never noticed that 
dial before.) 

John F, Zeis sent some information as well 
as a few questions. What is the status of 
ch. 61 in Wilmington, Delaware. I didn't 
realize it, but ch. 61 plans to build its 
transmitter just of Woodstown, New Jersey. 

I tried to find some information on then. 
Their offices are or were in Pennsville, New 
Jersey, but I couldn't find any listing in 
the phone book there or in Wilmington, I 
checked the transmitter site based on the 
coordinates of their application, Nothing 
there but a weed-ridden cow pasture and a 
few run-down barns. What about WBRE (ch. 28 
in Wilkes-Barre. PA), which applied for ch. 
60 in Bethlehem, Pa? I don't have anything 
on that. John says the application is still 
mentioned in the 1984 Television Factbook. 

I did get some information about channel 
24 in Baltimore. I remember shortly after 
they.got their construction permit, Tom 
Yingling sent me some information about them: 
They were still raising money to buy a site 
for their studios and transmitter, I wrote 
to them shortly after getting John's letter, 
and already received a reply. (And a coverage 
map no less!) They have a new station mana~ 
ger: Ken Buschman, who was station manager of 
WPTT-TV, ch. 22 in Pittsburgh. He was also 
a news announcer for WBFF. che 45 in Balti- 
more, WJKI~TV, ch. 24. signed a lease to 
put their antenna on an existing tower 
(1073' AAT/900'AG/1405' ASL). and will operate’ 
with 1180 kw ERP. The transmitter tower is 
off Route 40, just west of the Beltway, which 
will give good coverage to Frederick County 
MD and York County. PA. Leasing the tower 
will mean a lower initial cost and an earlier} 
air date. They sold the 84 acre property 
originally intended to be their studio 
location, Their new facilities will be on 
South Dolfield Road, Owings Mills, They 
applied for a CP modification on 5/22 to 
cover the changes mentioned above. They hope 
to be on the air by the end of 1984, It 
looked as if they were dragging their feet at 
first, but are now making progress. 

John also sent me a list of facilities 
changes which have already taken place. Un- 
fortunately most have been listed in earlier 
colums, and won't be repeated. but here are 
a few that I did not list.

staple "Meet the Mayors" is now N.J.-orien— 
ted," My thoughts of detecting favoritism 
by its treatment of area codes apparently 
wouldn't work. Rich points out that there 
are so many area codes within range of the 
New York City stations that all ads with 
telephone numbers include area codes. 

Rich asks, "»».can WOR-TV be regularly 
received over~the-air in Bridgeton and South- 
ern NeJo? What effect. if any, does WOR-TV 
have down there? How do the people down there 
feel about receiving~or not receiving- N.J.'s 
VHF station?" Rich also brings up the 
periodic hostilities between northern and 
southern New Jersey. Actually, nobody in 
southern New Jersey watches WOR-TV. When I 
lived in Somerdale, Camden County back in the 
early sixties. I could get in New York TV 
stations sometimes, and apparently so could 
others, because the local pharmacy gave in 
to selling New York TV Guides under the 
counter, Right now, most cable companies 
earry WOR-TV, but most subscribers look at 
it as another cable extra, I don't think 
anybody except the politicians care where the 
stations are located, Philadelphia supplies 
all the network programs, syndicated shows 
and movies, which is what people want. New 
Jersey Network supplies more than enough 
New Jersey coverage for most people, There 
isn't really that much news to report in 
South Jersey, except for Salem Nuclear Plant 
shutdowns (upwind from Bridgeton!) and 
Bald Eagles found in Dividing Creek, Most 
of the hoatilities between north and south 
are because of the neglect of government 
funded projects in the south, and environ- 
mental regulations like the Pinelands, Wet- 
lands, and Farmlands acts, which stifled 
development in the southern counties. Despite 
being a New Jersey resident. I object to 
the efforts of the New Jersey Legislature and 
the previous governor to force New Jersey 
coverage ontelevision stations in other 
states. 

I have been running late these last few 
months typing this column, and haven't been 
proofreading before sending it in. and 
this month's colum probably won't be any 
different. But I reaily blwe it bad last 
mxnth! I really should be more ewreful! 

John Combs caught a few. which were compoun- 
ded with a few coincidental similarities. 

As reported on page 12 last month. WNHT, ch. 
21 in Concord, NH, is on the air, and con- 
firmed by George Mileon on page 15. But 
John Combs was talking about WHNS, che 21 in 
Asheville, North Carolina, which I mistook 
for WNHT. They came Tim McVey on page 17 
I knew that he meant WHNS. but to make 
ie worse, I mistakenly typed 32 instead 
of 21. 

Frank Aden of Portland. OR. reports that 
KWHP, che 14 in Boise. ID. will be on the 
air soon from a transmitter location near 
Star, Idaho, which is about 15 miles west of 
Boise, on the tower of KKIC (AM). KWHP had 
originally planned to be on Deer Point. 
northeast of Boise. where the other stations 
are. but since the other local communica- 
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For example. WHNS. ch, 21 in Asheville. NC. 
which I have tended to confuse with other 
stations, went back on the air on 4/1/1984. 
probably with technicalfigures in their CP. 
which is: 3349 kw max; 2509" AAT/1609! AG/ 
5049! ASL, WNBC<TV recently made a change to 
the World Trade Center, but made a later 
change since then, Now 17.4 kw max. 1690! AAT/ 
17291 AG/T7Z1" ASLe 

Another area of interest mentioned by John 
is in television stations which are currently 
off the air, and what their plans are. WCAE, 
che 50 in St. John, IN, was sold. and its new 
owner has a CP for improved facilities, 
WWAC=TV, che 53 in Atlantic City, NJ, went 
bankrupt, but mentioned a potential sale. 

(I suspect this is actually a potential 
change of hands: the bank is apparently fore- 
closing on its properties,)WAXA. ch, 40 in 
anderson, 5C. plans to resume this summer 
with a stronger signal, KZLN. ch. 66 in Har- 
lingen, TX, went dark last August with no 
apparent plans to go back on. 

To backtrack on a few of the earlier com 
menters, Bill Draeb had questions about a ch. 
“34+ in El Dorado, AR, There is already a ch. 
34 assignment in Texarkana, TX, which is too 
close to El Dorado. I questioned it also. 
Television Digest reported it, but never 
mentioned The assignment of 43- to El Dorado 
the same month. The Federal Register men 
tioned 43-, but never mentioned *34+. Probably 
Television Digest was mistaken. Frank Aden 
mentioned that KTDZ, ch. 40 in Portland, OR, 
is supposed to go on the air later this fall. 

John M. Lentz heard WCGV=IV, ch, 24 in Mil~ 
Waukee, WI, announcing that it was dropping 
its STV service as of 7/7/1984, and will be 
another independent commercial station with 
movies during prime time and some CBS late- 
might programs. Also, Local Service Televi- 
sion of San Diego, was chosen in a LPTV CP 
lottery to build a ch, 8 station in Milwaukee, 
WI, with a 10-15 mile radius coverage area. 
WEBN@TV, che 66 in Joliet, IL, dropped its 
SPECTRUM STV service on 6/15. They're now 
broadcasting music videos from MTV all day 
until midnight, An article he sent from the 
7/2/1984 Milwaukee Sentinel expounded on it. 
Selec-TV. its STV service, had been losing 
money in the Milwaukee area. The decision 
was made by Selec-TV, although general manager 
George Drymalski had objected to the dirty 
movies shown at night. On Saturday nights 
WCGV will show horror films hosted by Los 
Angeles based horror queen Elvira (That's 
something like Roland or Zacherly, which you 
older members might remember.) 

Larry G. Fuss caught me in another mistake, 
Tt was WGTV, ch, & in Athens-Atlanta,. that 
changed to WPBS and later rescinded their 
request after PBS objected. WVHU che 69, 
Larry confirms, was interfering with land mo~ 
bile radio, and has to foot the bill to have 
all the land mobile stations change frequency. 
It was the FCC that assigned ch, 69 to Atlanta 
when the owners of WVEU applied to have ch. 63 
assigned to Avlanta. "So why hold the station 
liable for any interference?" 

With FCC deregulation, almost anyone can 
file for a new television station. and Lar 


lis able to help find an available channel or 
make an available channel (ives. petitioning 
the FCC to assign ones). Many WIFDA members 
lare already involved with television stations 
land perhaps others would like to become 
involved. If interested contact Larry at 
P.O. Box 3976, Jackson, GA. 30233-0976. He 
guarantees that he will design transmitter 
towers above sea level, now below. as certain 
other parties have beendoing. Speaking of 
which, Larry noticed in the 7/2/1984 issue of 
Broadcasting seventeen applications for new 
television stations either directly or indi- 
rectly connected with Michael Thurman, Six 
of them call for 5 kw ERP as usual. for visu- 
al. but at the same time propose 50 kw aural! 
Two applications are for channels where con- 
struction permits were already granted. (Ac= 
tually, I counted five, not including Pine 
Bluff, AR, which I think is still vacant. 
Also, There is no assignment for three of 
those applications, unless the magazine 
printed the wrong channel.) i 

Mike Dorner took note of some of the formats 
evident in television stations lately. Along 
with the increase ofChristian television sta- 
‘tions owned by protestant groups. the Roman 
Catholic Church is also going heavily into 
television, with KCHF (che11, Santa Fe). KIHS 
(che 46, Guasti, CA), WLAE (che32, New Or- 
leans), KDTU (ch.e27, Tucson). and and privat— 
aly owned WLIG (ch. 55, Riverhead, NY). This 
seems to include station ownership and pro= 
gramming. Another new format is video music. 
(I already mentioned WVEU-TV, ch. 69, and 
WFBNeTV, che 663; another person wants to 
construct a che 55 inlake Dallas, TX, with a 
video movie format. I question how success- 
ful this format will be. While video music 
will definitely be with us for a while. I 
suspect that its present popularity may be 
only a temporary things Mike also gave a 
ist of old construction permits with an 
interesting history of the construction per- 
mit for WIVU, New Haven, CT. which was gran~ 
ted on June 24, 1954! A thirty year old 
construction permit! More on that in a future 
issue, but I'm trying to keep the summer 
issues short.

In fact, many would say that 
June has been an outstandingly poor month for DX!

On June 8 (Friday - I took off work), up here at the cabin (Prosit), I had the TV on 
all day and the following were ID'ed:

This has got to be, in my opinion, one of the least productive June Es months that I 
ean recall in all of my DX'ing years. I have spent a total, so far, of 15 days at the 
cabin watching the low band, especially channel 2 and have not really seen very much. It 
seems as if even the 27 MHz CB band had more Es during the winter that it has had during 
June this year. 

Yesterday afternoon, the 25th, I noticed an opening for about half an hour on channel 
2. At 1250, I began receiving full color bars with tone. They lasted, with fades, until 
about 1320. No ID was given on the hour and no call was superimposed over the bars. The 
direction was south or southwest. 

Later on, another opening developed. I noticed it on channel 2 about 1715. At 1730, 
KUTV-2, Salt Lake City, UT identified. At 1800, KETS-2, Arkansas Public TV was in. Also 
had a short but intense Es on channels 3-5. Texas was in on channels 4 and 5 with north 
Texas news, but no ID was noted, and the opening never made it to the FM band as far as I 
could tell. At 1830, I left the cabin for Minneapolis, as the opening seemed to be fading 
out. About an hour later, even CB was devoid of skip, so I guess I didn't miss anything!

Late May and early June provided the best openings thus far this season. On May 27, 
Es began at 0800 and (with the exception of 1630-1800) continued until 2000 with 2 Es at 
0900.

This isn't the first 
time the travel agent gave us wrong information. So, we figured we'll 
just book our air line reservations with her.

We walked in there and it seemed like everyone who knew 
her was in there. We finally were able to get her assistant to call the 
airline. This time they told her the fare was $54 each way. I told her 
I wanted to check this out.

New Orleans with his top-40 format (local news at :55) from a successful stint with KOWH 

660 [daytime] Omaha (now KCRO, g). .. In the army, he hung around PXes and noted that the GIs kept playing the same records, 
Even the waitress would play the same ones after closing. When he returned home after service, he persuaded his father to mortgage 
the successful family farm to buy KOWH, wiicu was for sale. The station became an immense success, beating out WOW and KFAB. 
WTIX, meanwhile, was a foundering classical music station on 1450. Storz bought it, and wondered if his format would work in the 
large cosmopolitan, multi-ethnic market that is New Orleans? Well, Iwas 14 when Storz came to town in 1953. The station was an 
immediate sensation. Popular music 24 hours a day, remotes, incredible cash give-aways—it was top 40 at its finest. In 1958 Storz 
bought a weakened independent on 690, WWEZ, transferred the WTIX call to it and built the station up to 10,000 watts. For almost 


25 years WTIX was No. 1—its closest com: 


etition, WNOE 1060, never able to beat it. Many other competitors gave u

Other news from Mike: “Public Radio in Mississippi” no 
longer identifies each of its stations, but only uses the network 
title and its Jackson address, with live weather announcements. 

I assume they have FCC authorization. Strange—I hope this is 
only a temporary arrangement, but knowing the Fowler FCC, I - 
would not be surprised with any rule coming out of it that may 
make call jetters’ announcing and even having calls unnecessary. 
See earlier reports on WIYL and WKLQ, previous page. If this 
is the case, I think we as DXers should get together and protest 
to the FCC and to the individual stations—perhaps a good idea 
for ANARC to take up at its convention. 

Mike was disappointed that only about 12 high power allot- 
ments were made in the proposed FM channel assignements, the 
rest being Class A. Mike claims that both WKJC 103.9 Tawas 
City MI and KERG 100.1 Garberville CA are being given new 
assignments—WKIC to 104.7A and KERG to 100.3 C-2, I have 
seen nothing official on either of these, with FCC microfiche 
saying WKIC is going to 99.3, so that is where I am placing it 
for now. With WKJU moving, 103.9A is available at Sebewaing 
MI. KERG wants improved coverage in its mountainous area; 
the present Pratt Mountain transmitter site will be retained. 

KURU *89.1 San Antonio is delayed in coming on the air, af- 
ter a 7-year effort by local groups failed to come up with the 
money to put the station on the air, according to an article sent 
by David Curvin. Western Public Radio, San Francisco, is sending 
personne! to help, as they have done in Denver, where KUVO 
*89.3 is still waiting to sign on. And Dave kindly sent material 
ona TV or FM-SCA use involving changing road signs, with both 
commercial and public service messages possible. 

WVIS 106.1 in the VI’s owner says “My business is not doing 
that well due to the fact of Jots of increased competition by 14 
other stations from nearby islands, shoppers and TV stations sel- 
ling spots at $10, with rate-cutting. There is little if any national 
business placed here. I’m considering increasing power to 20000.”

WKCR *89.9 New York got a new transmitter, helping the SCA 
to sound much better. In-Touch Networks, on WKCR’s SCA, 
however, has filed on top of WKCR and wants its facility for itself, 
An SCA monster gobbling up the main station? 

+ An article in “SCA: Radio Subcarrier Report” mentions a plan 
by Atari and Activision to distribute video games via SCA. The 
first two test markets will be Steubenville OH and Utica NY, 
said to be “hotbeds of video game activity.” 

Back to AM radio briefly, Detroit’s WXYZ is being sold by ABC 
to its general manager, Mr. Fritz.

The program presented below was written to run on the Commodore 64 computer. 
It measures the exact distance between your DX location and given TV station 
4n the United States or Canada. The only input required is: taeee own latitude 
and longitude, and (b)that of the desired station. 

If you do not know your exact latitude and longitude, and are content with 
a less than accurate answer, the coordinates of your town may be available in an 
almanac. Determining one's own coordinates, however, is fairly simple if a detailed 
map is available. 

Coordinates for all U.S, television stations, and many Canadian stations, are 
found in such publications as Television Factbook, which is available in most larger 


public and university libraries. Coordinates for transmitters in Mexico, the Carribbean, 


Central and South America are lacking; indeed, we do not even know the approximate 
geographical location of many stations in Cuba and elsewhere. 

Although the program is written in Commodore BASIC, those of you with other 
computers may well be able to adapt it to your own version of BASIC, If you own a 
Commodore 64, but do not have the time or patience to type in the program, I would 
be happy to provide the program to anyone who sends me a blank, formatted diskette 
and $1.00 to cover postage.
